LONDON (CP)—Nearly 100 
Royal Air Force planes took part 
today in the second of a series 
of extensive training flights over 
French territory. 

Today's exercises were divided 
into two parts.

DECENT BY-ELECTIONS IN GREAT 
Britain have brought to the fore again 
the question of whether compulsory voting 
should be Introduced. In most of these con¬ 
tests only about half of the electorate has 
gone to the polls and It Is being argued that 
a penalty should be Imposed for not exer¬ 
cising the franchise. 

The advocate of compulsory voting argues 
that It will secure a real view of the major¬ 
ity r It will raise the voice of those who 
grumble about everything but take no pains- 
to mend anything. That is what he says. 
But what he really thinks, one suspects, la 
that It will bring out more people to vote the 
way he thinks they ought to vote.

Louis Comlskey, president and i 
owner of Chicago White Sox, re 
moved from baseball one of the 
moat colorful “second generation' 1 
leaders in the history of the sport: 

Victim of a heart ailment and 
pneumonia, Comlskey died yester¬ 
day In the same summer home at 
Ealgle River, Wis„ where his 
famous father, Charles A. Comls- 
key. died eight years ago at the 
age of 12.' He had been 111 a week. 

Comlskey was 54 and the only- 
son of the noted “Old Roman" 
founder of the club. The body will 
he brought here tonight for fun¬ 
eral services Saturday.

The club finished in the first divi¬ 
sion In 1935, 1936 apd'1937.

In Hopl More* we hear ol more 
than ldO kinds ol kachlna*. It Is 
fancied that all of them have 
special power*. The Image* sold 
a* doll* are usually of wood, and 
are painted red, blue, white, black 
and green. 

In addition to the Images, the 
Hopl tribesmen take part in ka¬ 
chlna dance*, both men and 
women doing the dancing. At 
such times, they put on masks 
with face* ol the gods. 

When white men visited Hopl 
villages In early times, they 
lound masks of this kind. The 
masks were made of leather, 
cloth or strips of woven bark. 
Dangling from them were feath¬ 
ers, bits of hair, pieces of painted 
wood, and the like. 

Among the masks was one 
which stood for the Plumed Ser¬ 
pent. It was supposed to be 
more holy than most of the 
others, and great care was taken

As I said recently, it Is likely 
that women of the Hopl or some 
other Pueblo tribe married Into 
the Navaho tribe, and taught the 
Navahos the art of making blan¬ 
kets. Perhaps these women were 
captured In war hundreds of 
years ago. 

In any case, the Navahos have 
become more famous than any 
other tribe for their blankets.

Olds, whose name lives in two 
modem automobiles, the Oldsmo- 
bile and the Reo, lives quietly 
here, alternating with a home In 
Daytona Beach, Ela. But he likes 
j to recall the days when everybody 
thought the horseless carriage 
was a fad that would "never 
catch on.” 

The expedients of the day seem 
almost Incredible now, but Olds 
recalls that he once actually put 
the papier mache head of a horse 
on the front end of one of his 
cap In the hope thst It would fool 
passing horses and avert the 


car was In motion, 
tt county fairs to attract atten¬ 
tion, because the public thought 
the motor car would never 
amount to anything. But the, 
more forealghted people did come 
to Lansing In droves to see the 
cars, and President Theodore 
Roosevelt was among them.

The Contender, only boat of the 
26 competing that was given no 
handicap, swept into the lead in 
the last eight hours and, coming 
out of the darkness like a great 
while ghost as navy searchlights 
picked her up, finished at 8.20 
p.m. (10.50 p.m., P.S.T.) 

Nearly three hours later the 
second and third boats crossed 
(he finish line 51 seconds apart. 
They were the Blitzen, 55-foot 
cutter owned by Richard J. Rey¬ 
nolds of New York, timed at 11.17 
and six seconds, and the Fan I 
dango, 85-foot schooner owned by 
Edwin H. Pauley of Los Angeles. I 
at 11.17 and 57 seconds. 

Finishing fourth was the Chu 
basco. 67-foot yawl owned by W. I 
!,. Stewart Jr of Lbs Angeles.’ 
timed at 11.37 and 51 3-5 seconds, 
at which time the next closest 
boat reported to he the Zoe 
H., 58-foot schooner owned by 
Ray K. Person of Long Beach, 
34 miles off Koko Head.
